Mormonism Renounced. 

Eprrors or THE Paciric.—In a No. of your 
paper, brought by the last mail, I notice the 
report of .a lecture on Polygamy by Elder 
John Hyde. That gentleman bas now re- 
nounced Mormonism, and is dealing its doc- 
trines and practices stunning blows. 

While a mere boy, in London, he received it 
from one of the Pratts, as a new revela 
tion from heaven—was ordained an Elder ut 


England, was then sent on a mission to France, 
where he remained two years more, and then 
removed to the United States, and finally 
found himself quartered in “ Paradise Begun,” 
on the shores of Salt Lake. There he discov- 
ered that Mormonism in Utah was an entirely 
different thing from Mormonism in Europe, 
and his eyes were immediately opened to the 
absurdities in its doctrines, the abominations 
in its practices, and its demoralizing influence 
over its votaries. Being the religion of his 
boyhood, however, it was still dear to his 
heart, and he strove hard to believe it true. 
At length, his doubts gave him so much 
uneasiness that he communicated them to 
the Elders of the church. They pronounced 
his difficulties to be the offspring of inactivity, 
and assured him that if he were actively em- 
ployed again in propagating the faith, his doubts 
would disappear. In order to re-establish his 
confidence in Mormonism, therefore, he was 
sent to these Islands as the head of a band of 
Missionaries. On reaching San Francisco he 
lectured in favor of polygamy with all his 
powers, in order, if possible, that he might be- 
come convinced of the lawfulness of a practice 
which he had never adopted, never believed 
right and always abhorred. His own lecture 
demolished all his lioge ring faith in his former 
delusions, and he saw with the clearness of a 
line of light that Mormonism was nothing but 
asystem of imposture. 

In an agony of spirit he embarked for these 
Islands, but before reaching them he found re- 
lief by abandoning openly his faith inthe Rev- 
elations of Joseph Smith and Brigham. Young 
Since his arrival he has lectured twice against 
Mormonism, and his lectures have excited a 
deep and general interest among us. He is 
evidently a man of splendid natural abilities, 
and although of but twenty-three years of age, 
of a wide range of reading. He is thoroughly 
posted up in all the doctrines and practices of 
the Saints, and knows how to deal their pre- 
tensions, blows that are perfectly annihilating.

Tbese bearts of ours, my brethren, are very 
ingenious in covering over sin. Never are 
our wits so sharp, as when our transgressions 
are to be — 4 But oh! let us learn from 
the case before us, that all the wretched mesh- 
es in which we may entangle conscieuce, will 
sooner or later break away, as a thread of tow, 
when it touches the fire. God regulates the 
movements of conscience, and God allows of 
no apology for sin. He can forgive it; he 
can blot it out as a cloud; he can bury it in 
the depths of the ses ; he can carry it away 80 
that no more mention need be made of it ; but 
he never, no, never can excuse it. And the 
man who is in the habit of apologizing for sin, 
and soothing himself with the thought that he 
cannot well avoid what he is doing—and that 
what he cannot well avoid doing, he cannot 
be very guilty in doing—may be sure that the 
time is coming when conscience shall awake, 
and cause the earth seemingly to ring again, as 
though the footsteps of the avenger were ap- 
prvaching, and make him start and quake, as 
it peop es the scene around him with the ghosts 
and images of his iniquities. 

The man who rejects Christ now, and treats 
him with scorn, and instead of forsaking his 
sins, extenuates and apologizes for them, may 
be sure that if not before, he will be startled by 
the trumpet peal of judgment; and then all his 
sophistry will leave him, and all his apologies 
will vanish, and as the great white throve is 
set, and the Judge descends, there will be a 
ery of agony, “ This is Jesus whom I cracified ; 
hide me from the presence of the Lamb.” 

It is perfectly idle for any man to say all this 
is fab'e, forevery man knows better. As no 
one can be found who is not a subject of com- 
punctions of conscience, there is no one who 
does not carry within him a pr which por- 
tends precisely such an issue. This is a pro- 
cess continually going on of retribution—of re- 
ward for right and punishment for wrong 
showing us what kind of a government is that 
of God under which we live ; and however des- 

rate a mans struggles with himself may be; 

cannot get entirely rid of this provess.— 
Tuere is a tribuval set up every day in the hu- 
man bosom, and a judge there, and sente ce 
pronounced there ; aye, more than this, carried 
into effect there. But then, when you come 
to analyze the nature of these inflictions, you 
find that they c-nsist in dread, and therefore 
no man can get rid of the evidence of a dread- 
ful scene in the future. The certainty of the 
fact itself, then, of which we speak. no man 
who reg@s all the working of his own mind, can 
doubt. If you ask when, where, how, I give 
you but the same answer which our Saviour 
ve toa similar question, proposed by his 
isciples, when be bad predicted terrible judg- 
ments: ‘‘W heresoever the body is there w.ll the 
eagles be gathered together.” Wherever there 
is prey, there is a bird of prey. Vengeance 
follows the sinner as by a kind of instinct.

The object of an Observatory, erected and 

supplied with instruments of this admirable 
construction, and at a proportionate ex 
is, as I have already intimated, to provide for 
an accurate and systematic survey of the heav- 
enly bodies, with a view to a more correct and 
extensive acquaintance with those already 
known, and as instrumental power and skill in 
using it increase, to the discovery of bodies 
hitherto invisible, and in both classes 
to the determination of their distances, their 
relations to each other, and the laws which 
vern their movements. 
Why should we wish to obtain this knowl- 
edge? What inducement is there to expend 
large sums of money in the erection of Obser- 
vatories, and in furnishing them with costly 
instruments, and in the support of the men of 
science employed in making, discussing and 
recording, for successive generations, these mi- 
nute observations of the heavenly bodies? 

In an exclusive scientific treatment of this 


subject, an inquiry into its utilitarian relations 
be — and even wearisome. 
But on an occasion like the 112 will 
not, perhaps, think it out of place, if I briefly 
answer the — the of an — 
ser vatory, and what benefit may ex 

from the. operations of such an establishment 
in a community like ours? 

Ist. In the first place, then, we derive from 
the observations of the heavenly bodies, which 
are made at an Observatory, our only adequate 
measures of time, and our only meaus of com- 
paring the time of one place with that of an- 
other. Our artificial time-keepers, clocks, 
watches and chronometers, however ingeniously 
contrived and admirably fabricated, are but a 
transcript, so to say, of the celestial motions, 
and would be of no value without the means of 
regulating them by observation. It is impos- 
sible for them under any circamstances to es- 
cape the imperfection of all machinery, the 
work of human hands; and the moment we 
renfqve with our time-keeper, east or west, it 
fails us. It will keep home time alone, like 
the fond traveler who leaves his heart be- 
hind him. The artificial instrument is of in- 
calculable utility, but must itself be regulated 
by the eternal clock-work of the skies. 

This single consideration is sufficient to show 
how completely the daily business of life is af- 
fected and controlled by the heavenly bodies. 
It is they and not our main springs, our expan- 
sion balances and our compensation pendulums, 
which give us time. To reverse lines of

UTAH AS IT IS. 

To the Editor of the Polynesian: 

It is ignoble to attack the weak; and 
foclish to meddle with the ridiculous. 

Mormonism, however, is uot weak. Be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 professors of this 
cruel delusion will have arrived before 
this date at Salt Lake, as this year’s immi- 
gration; it is not therefore decreasing. A 
system that has sufficient pretence of truth 
to obtain the acquiescence of a hundred 
thousand men and women of different 
countries, persuasions, abilities and preju- 
dices; to combine them into one active co- 
operative body, and from 40,000 to 50,5 
000 persons, who are gathering in one lo- 
cation, knocking at the gate of the Union, 
demanding admission asa state, is cer- 
tainly not ridiculous. Its religious preten- 
sions are too arrogant and presumptuous to 
deserve any thing but contempt; but the 
attention it has attracted, the abominations 
it practices, the moral depravity and relig- 
ous ruin it is consummating in its many de- 
votediy deluded followers, demand more 
serious consideration. 

The Mormons accuse the rest of man- 
kind of adultery, prostitution and cor- 
ruption—point to misery and disease as 
their cousequeuces—offer a better plan, 
polygamy, for the salve tion of the world, 
the purification of our worals, the increase 
of our happiness, aud to prepare, say they, 
for the coming of Jesus Christ. If their 
plan be effectual, surely it must result in 
good at home. There, iu the paradise be- 
gun of Utah, we may expect to find a fair 
illustration of the workings of the system. 
Uf course in the support of such high pre- 
tensions we must find superior evidences 
of moral purity, domestic happiness, social 
elevation of woman, and consequently a 
more holy race of children, drinking in, as 
they pretend, the streams of direct revela- 
tion from God through thier prophets and 
apostles. But if we find them more cor. 
rapt, men and women less happy, more 
degraded, and the children more depraved, 
we must reject the system as false and 
their claims to divine inspiration as infa- 
mous blasphemy. 

It becomes, therefore, a question of fact. 
The Mormons, of course, all claim the af. 
firmative. From pulpit aud platform, 
from the highest in authority and oldest in 


standing to the lowest and youngest in

the church, in private council meetings 
and in public assemblies, in their printed 
organs and published 
was furiously and strenuously denied unt 
lately. Orson Pratt, one of their ablest 
men, and an apostle, called it an abomina- 
ble doctrine. John Taylor, another apos- 
tle styled it “‘indelicat, obscene, and dis- 
gusting, such as none but a corrupt and de- 
praved heart could have contrived.”* All 
denied it; their very pretended revelations 
er it. Doctrines and Covenants, Sec. 
I., p. 7: “Thou shalt love thy wife with 
all thy heart and shalt cleave unto her and 
none else; and he that looketh upon a wo- 
mau to lust after her shall deny the faith, 
and shall not have the spirit, and if he r- 
pets not shall be cast out.” And again, 
Sec. CIX., “Inasmuch as the church has 
been charged with the crime of foruication 
aud polygamy we declare we believe that 
one man should have one wife, and one 
woman ove husband; except in case of 
death when either is at liberty to marry 
again.” These two extracts from thoir 
Book of Commandments have been haud- 
ed about asa statement of doctrine to 
rebut the charge of polygamy, when those 
very men knew that it had been practiced 
since 1843, according to their tardy ac- 
knowledgment, and if they would confess 
it—before that date. On the 7th April, 
1852, polygamy was publicly avowed, and 
a pretended revelation of J. Smith’s, com- 
manding its practice was read and com- 
mented upon : since then this principle has 
formed a part of their public preachings. 
The whole of the apostles abroad had lied 
in denying it; positively, deliberately, wil- 
fully lied,—wrote lies,-—published and cir- 
culated lies,—the heads of the church sanc- 
tioned and commanded them and claimed 
for it the approval of that Being who “‘can- 
not lie“! What confidence can we place 
in the statements of such men, or the pre- 
tensions of sach a system ? , 
The men who for nine years hesitated at 
no assertion to enforce or cover up their 
falsehoods, will not be very scrupulous in 
the means they adopt to-day to conceal 
what they do not wish told, or deny what 
another may reveal. Their testimony as 
to the workings of their polygamy there- 
fore, is inadmissible. A lar of nine years’ 
standing certainly cannot be depended 


on, notwithstanding all his claims to inspi- 


ration, divine authority and a holy priest- 
hood. The testimony for the defence being 
inadmissible, the contra testimoney re- 
mains intact; and what is it? That poly- 
gamy owes its rise to the lusts of Joseph 
Smith; that it is subversive of man,s hap- 
iness; that it is degrading to the women, 
who feel bitterly their degradation; that 
it is not productive of peace, but heart- 
wringings, anguish and despair; that it 
produces an unruly, swearing, lying, pre- 
cocious and profligate race of children; 
that it is not beneficial to the increase of 
population nor improving to the physi- 
cal or mental development of their off- 
spring, and that instead of purifying and 
elevating man, it is a most depraved curse. 

I who have been an eye witness and an 
ear witness to its practical operation at 
Salt Lake City, am prepared to substanti- 
ate these eight assertions; and may per- 
haps at another time, do so at a greater 
length than afforded by the space of a 
newspaper. 

The Mormons demand admission into 
the Union as a State, claim to have over 
70,000 inhabitants in the Territory of Utah 
and set forth that asa reason why the 
right to make their own laws, elect their 
own Officers and regulate their own affairs 
should be accorded to them- Their cen- 
sus is a monstrous perjwred falsehood! Any 
United States appointed officer whu would 
take the real census list of inhabitants, 
would find it little, very little more than 
the half of their representation. In the 
Cache Valley district, for an instance, only 
occupied by a few church herdsmen, they 
have represented hundreds of iuhabitants. 
In the Battle Creek district, they have put 
down many who are dead, many who nev- 
ver even came to Ameria, many who nev- 
er had au existence and never will have; 
and in simalar manner through most of 
the other districts. The district reporters 
deliberately made affidavit and swore that 
these census returns were correct; know- 
ing as they did, and as many since have 
privately and boastingly acknowledged, 
they were extravagantly and intentionally 
false! The testimony of such wilful per- 
jureis would not be received on the simplest 
case—and how can they expect to be be- 
lieved when speaking of the purity of their 
movals, the divine authority of their rev- 
elations, the divine authority of their pro- 

egy apostles, or the holiness of their 
ives 

Last Spring I left Salt Lake for these 
Islands, dissatisfied and unhappy. On 
recalling to my memory all that I had 
witnessed; what I had seen of tyranny 
and wrong, corruption and sorrow, vice 
and crime—what I had heard of contra- 
dictions and inconsistencies in doctrine, ri- 
diculous pretensions, miserably supported, 
outrageous imposture and intolerant bigot- 
ry, I determined to forsake this system.

praise. Though written so many centu- 
ries ago. there cannot be found, I venture to 
say, in any language, more lofty sentiments of 
praise, or more noble expressions of worship. 
Such thanksgiving as this can only come 
trom one who sees that God is the Author of 
all things, and that, from his hand, cometh 
every good and perfect gift—that there is no 
good thing but cometh from him. 

Gratitude is an offering of the heart. It is 
not enough to express its words with our lips, 
to give our form its attitudes and our voice its 
tones, when the centre of our being is not 
moved, aod our soul hath none of its feelings, 
aod our mysterious life,—the most wonderful 
thing,—is not at all in it. The emotions of 
the heart, it may be stated, are consequential 
upon the perceptions of the intellect. We do 
not have feelings of gratitude or love towards 
any one about whom we do not know auny- 
thing. We must first see that they have been 
kind, before we think of beiog grateful, or 
that they have qualities which are lovely, be- 
fore we think of loving them. So it is in refer- 
ence to God. We must see that He gives us 
these blessings—that He bestows upon us, 
from his great hand, everything which we can 
enumerate, from which cometh joy; and that 
they do not come out coldly from the pro- 
cesses of nature, working blindly on, without 
an aim or an intelligence. We must see that 
God is the life of all, and directs in all, and 
orders all, before we are greatful to Him for 
everything. We musts e him the Being who, 
“Changed through all, and yet in all the same, 
Grest in the earth, as in the ethereal frame— 
Warms in the sun, refreshes in the breeze; 
Glows in the stars, and blossoms in the trees; 
Lives thro’ all life, extends thro’ all extent, 
Spreads undivided, and operates unspent.” 


More truly than in this pantheistic poetry, 
80 ideal yet lifeless, we must see and know 
that their is a personal God, ordering all the 
events of life, arrangeing agencies, appointing 
their times and seasons, so that if we shall be 
met here and there, with a disappointment, a 
discipline or an encouragement, as in all his 
omniscience He sees, will be best for us,—giv 
ing grief or bereavement, or solid days of joy, 
allowing trial aod vexation, or the unexpected 
pleasure, as He, our Father wishes to exercise 
his children. 

If the bible is true. and the profoundist phil- 
osophy of things, into which the human mind 
ever sank down;a philosophy which makes 
God himself the depth from which all things 
come ; which the bible puts forth, and which 
embraces surrounds, and originates all things 
aod the possibilities of things—which makes 
God, the one single, ever-continuing, parent, 
life-torce to oll forces, seen or unseen, real or 
possible, in mind or in matter, in thoughts of 
the brain as well as in the scion of a plant; 
in the motion of the human soul, as well as in 
the elements of nature; in the angel likewise 
as in man, and if there be any other creature 
in beights above, or in depths below, his life: 
his strength, be it weak as an insect, or migh- 
ty like Him—moment by moment, it cometh 
from God ; then in Him indeed we live, and 
move, and have our being.” ‘There are never 
any acoidents with God,—no-where. In mater- 
ial things, the universe is a great chronometer» 
every department, aod every wheel thereof, 
moving in exact time and with perfect preei- 
sion; the heavenly bodies these great time- 
measurers, cannot be calculated to have varied 
a single second, in the times of their revolu_ 
tions, for thousands of years, and no less exact 
in time and order, should we find things in this 
sphere of maltiplied counteractions and inter- 
ferences, if we could only calculate their law- 
The thistle-down, which we see blown about 
by the wind, is moying as surely in the laws of 
motion, as the moon or sun; and the forces 
which act upon it, who combines? Who or. 
dereth the movement of the winds? Have 
they no order? Who tempers them to the 
shorn lamb? We know Intle of that omni- 
cience which adjusts all these interacting, un- 
numbered forces of nature around us, but 
enough to know that nothing but omniscience 
could arrange them. Nota sparrow falleth 
to the ground without your heavenly Father.” 


The sphere of matter alone, seems but little 
complicated to us, in comparison with that 
which is under the influence of mind, and sub- 
ject to its independent and varying changes. 
How, weask with curiosity, can the moral 
government of God be carried on? How can 
free beings be controlled? Is there any force 
by which a sovereign can bring free subjects to 
his pleasure, who wish to act the contrary, and 
still leave them free? Has He a power to 
reach their inclinations, and cause them to 
wish as he wishes? Is there no means by which 
the power of motion may be inc:eased, or by 
which new light may be thrown upon their 
minds to see that His way is the best? If 
there are these, what may be called reserve for- 
ces, we can see how wrongly bent, perfect- 
ly free, to execute their depraved purposes, 
may yet be led to do the Sovereign's will of 
their own free choice. From this stand-point 
we can apprebend how a wrongly inclined 
world, set upon disobedience of commandments, 
muy be bruught ove alter another, freely and 
gladly to obedience, desiring to do the things 
which He appoints,—tbeir tnclinations that 
way, as they were before in the other. We 
know, too, that an Omniscient Being would 
see in what points his subjects would yield to 
him, and how many, would still disobey, 
and wherein, and all about it, and thus beable 
to meet themat every turn, anticipate every 
essay of wrong, and counteract its consequen- 
ces, or so regulate them, that the “wrath of 
man shall praise him.” We can see how Om- 
nicisence, leaving us free, can so surround us 
with motives and restraints, “ beset us behind 
and before,” as either to lead us to voluntary 
and willing obedience, (of his will) or, to so 
regulate our wickedness, that His purposes sball 
through all be carried out. I say that we can 
see, how God being omniscient, knowing every 


intention, and that beforehand, of every human 
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being, what they will do before they know it 
themselves, and having power, over all things 
co-ordinate with this knowledge, thus able to 
execute everything which we call providence, 
to meet every occasion, preventing its evil con- 


sequences, or carrying them on in results of 


judgments upon the transgressor—can carry on 
and govern a world of evil-disposed, and free 
beings. 

Now in this view of the divine kingdom in its 
two departments of matter and mind, we find 
that there is no philosophy which can account 
for the regularity of things, the order which 
prevails in all, avd the purpose which runs 
through all, except it acknowledges one gov 
eruing mind presiding over all the forces of na- 
ture, directing their un-numbered and un num- 
berless adaptations, and in like manner over the 
far more mysterious realm of mind, where ge 
nius in its freedom strikes in wild untravelled 
paths which no human thoaght anticipates.— 
These positions do not stund upon the specula- 
tions of philosophy alone : its conclusions are 
the exact declarations of the bible, repeated 
and positive, indeed it is the very assumption 
which the bible makes—the great foundation 
which it lays of eternal government, via: that 
God is absolute governor over all things in 
the world of matter as also in the world of 
moral agents ; as He is the author of everything, 
so He is forever its ruler. I will quotea few 
passages of His word in regard to His control 
of both the natural and the moral world. (I.) 
Of Nature and its agents. “Whatever the Lord 
pleased that did He in heaven, and in earth, in 
the seas, and all deep places. He caused the 
vapor to ascend from the ends of the earth ; He 
maketh lightning for the rain; He bringeth 
the wind out of his treasuries. Who covereth 
the heavens with clouds, who prepareth rain for 
the earth, who maketh grass to grow upon the 
mountains. He giveth snow like woul; He 
scattereth the hoar frost like ashes. He causeth 
his wind to blow and the water to flow.” Ps. 
135 and 147. Again, He causeth grass to grow 
for the cattle and herbs for the service of man, 
that he may bring forth food out of the earth.” 
Ps. 104. Then these well known words of our 
Saviour : “Beho d the fowls of the air; for they 
sow not neither do they reap, nor gather into 
barns; yt your heavenly Father feedeth them. 
Are not two sparrows sold for a farthing ? and 
one of them shall not full to the ground with- 
out your Father. But the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. After a similar review, 
Paul concludes the 4th of Romans: “ For of 
Him, and through Him, and to Him are all 
things, to whom be glory forever.” This is 


enough to shew that God assumes to do every- | 


thing which comes to pass in nature. 

to be glory forever.” This is enough to show 
that God assumes to do everything which comes 
to pass in nalure. 


2. His power in the moral world. Our 
Savior says, Jno. 15:5, “ Without me, ye can 
do nothing.” God says,“ As clay is in the 
potter's hand, so are ye in my hand, O house of 
Israel,” Jer. 18:6. Faul says, Not that 
wo are sufficient of ourselves: but our suff- 
ciency is of God.” Again, The prepa ration of 
the heart in man and the answer of the tongue 
1s from the Lord.” Who of us has not ques- 
tioned where his thoughts came from? What 
makes us think of this or that? Solomon 
says, The King’s Heart is in the hand of the 
Lord, as the rivers of water : he turneth it with- 
ersoever he will.” God says, in 110, Ps.,“ My 
people shall be willing in the day of my power.” 
This postively shows that God has the power 
of making his people willing ,—i. e., of leading 
them in willing obedience. “ Work out your 
Own salvation with fear and trembling, for it 
is God which worketh in you to will and to do 
of his good pleasure.” These passages shew, 
beyond a question, that the Great Sovereign 
claims power over the Auman heart, that while 
perfectly free it will take Ats way, in choice, and 
that by the exertion of this persuasive influ- 
ence, He can turn the minds of a whole peo- 
ple, so that “nations will run after him.“ 
“God hath put in their hearts to fulfil his will.” 
Rev. 17: 17. Further he defeats the evil designs 
of men, when they break beyond the power of 
his inflaence—* The Lord biingeth the counsel 
of the heathen to naught ; He maketh the de- 
vices of the people of nove effect.” “Surely— 
the wrath of man shalt praise thee; the re- 
mainder of wrath shalt thou restraiu.” Here 
then we have the authority which the Great 
King declares for himself, over both the natu- 
ral and the moral universe, as both the maker 
and controller of all things whatsoever in mat- 
ter, and among free-agents, leading them by 
theſpower of motives and influences to choose 
his way, or otherwise, to bring their counsels 
to naught, make them reverberate in ten thou- 
sand thousand thunders upon thier own heads 
and tn the end, all “work together for good to 
those that love him,” the “wrath of man even 
praising him” and falling in, with the great or- 
der of things to work vut his counsels and cur- 
ry out his grand desigas to their consummation, 
I cannot refrain from quoting those lincs of 
Tennyson’s :— 

“Well I koow that through ages the one in- 
creasing purpose runs, 

And that the thoughts of men are widened 
with the progress of the sun.— 

Not in vain the distance beacons: forward, 
forward, let us range, 

While the great world sweeps forever down 
the ringing groves of change.” 

In the word of God, ard in the highest phil- 
osopby, my fellow-citizens, we find ourselves 
assured beyond any stronger assurance, that 
we are daily and momentarily beneath the care 
and watch of a Sovereign, who sees us, at 
every turo, meets us in every want, thwarts us 
in every wong, inclines us to good, supplies us 
with biessings all we have, delivers us from 
evil, sways a community or a nation towards 
righteousuess, or brings to naught their wicked 
deviees ; in short, that in every least particular, 
we are iu the providence of the Omniscient Sov- 
ereign—in sickness as well as in health, in 
feastivg and in mourning, in rest and io labor. 
in perplexity and trouble, as well as in quiet 
and prosperity ; in our wickedness as well as 
in our worship, in our want and dependence 
as well as in our fullness and vigor—in ali 
times, now, whenever the ſuture shall become 
present, and wherever we may ever wander, 
into whatever State, into the uttermost parts 
of the sca,—this year, or thousands of years 
from now, or millions, the tiine or the place, or 
the moment of time, we cannot name, when we 
shall ever be out of his care. Not a word 
will ever be spoken to us—not a thing ever be 
done —aggravating, tempting, or strengiben- 
ing and holy — but that He hath provided for 


| 
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it. The light of God's presence is around us 
on every side. These words of Watts’ are 
true :— 

“Within thy circling power I stand, 

On every side I find thy hand, 

Awake, asleep, at home, a 

I am surrounded still by God.” 

If, now, I have been successful in expressing 
what I feel, and what I koow to be true, this 
truth is plain: that everything which occurs 
around us, or which we experience within us, is 
in the ordering of God, or his direct gift to us. 
There is nothing which occurs accidentally : noth- 
ing but will result in the carrying out of His 
great and holy and glorious purposes of good. 
Upon this foundation, solid as eternal truth, 
we may stand to-day, and lift up our praises 
unto God, who gives us all these manifold, in- 
numerable blessings we enjoy. 

Let us render thanks— 

lst. As Members of the Church of Christ.— 
lf there are any beings, among all which God 

hath ever created, who have reason to praise 
him, and thank him, and rejoice in his good- 
ness, they are men" redeemed from sin and for- 
given, and promised what they are promised. 
There is nothing, my brethren, to compare 
with this to rejoice in—we cannot meution 
anything, nor conceive anything, equal to it. 
We were sinners and onder condemnation ; but 
Christ hath removed our transgressions from 
us; and to-day, we stand clear, expectants of 
an immortality glorious as that of the angels ; 
perhaps more, because purchased with so great 
a price. I can hardly speak with calmness on 
this subject, because of the goodness of God 
shown in it. Such a great kingdom awaiting 
us! my friends, how can we have any sorrow 
or trouble? No earthly thing, which you can 
name, can obscure that glory, or ever form so 
much as a speck upon the disc of its illimita- 
ble sun, that is rising in yonder east. Great 
King of Day, come on, and let thy beams 
shine o’er all the earth! Blessed Redeemer, 
shine on all the nations! I can think of no 
reason why those who are saved should not be 
in thanksgiving forever. But I think there are 
especial reasons why we, my brethren, should 
assemble together to render thanks to our 
Father in Heaven, because of tne peculiar po- 
sition in which he hath placed us, upon the 
whole earth, to do his will, and to receive his 
favors. It to me a glorious privilege, 
at any rate, to work in any place; but to be 
given the most promising and choicest portion 
of his vineyard, is more than we could have 
dared to expect—is singular. honor to be ac- 
corded to us. Seeour position. We are in 
the heart and center of a new civilization— 
the most wonderful that the world ever saw— 
of whose like, no writings of the past give any 
account. It consists of people of nearly all 
nations upon the face o/ the earth: heathen, 
whom God hath sent, I trust to learn of Him 
but bowing down to idols all around us; we 
are in the heart of such a State, in the metrop- 
olis of this great western coast, and great Pa- 
cific sea, commanding a harbor in which all 
the navies of the world could float, into which 
they will come for ages and ages. The great 
human tide-wave, you know, has ever been 
crowding westward around the world. Our 
Saviour is said to have been crucified with his 
face towards the mighty west; his eyes be- 
holding what was to come in the ages here. 
His religion, certainly, has made all its advan- 
ces hitherward. Those often repeated lines of 
Bishop Berkeley, written nearly two hundred 
years ago, have come to be regarded as almost 
prophetic 
Westward the course of Empire takes it way, 

The first four acts already past, 
The fifth shall close the drama with the day ; 
Time's noblest offspring is the last.“ 

That wave has now broken upon its west- 
ern limit, here it completes the circle of the 
globe, uud God hath brought us here to build 
up his institutions. It makes my heart throb 
with emulation and my frame tremble when I 
think of what he appoints us to do; thankful that 
we can expend our little stength in a place 
where almost every particle of it counts almost 
tenfold what it does anywhere else on the earth. 
See how we stand here at the head of the stream 
and we may poison or clarify its volume for ages 
and ages! We may build the churches of God 
and of his Christ upon these hillsides and in the-e 
valleys, aud the people shall come into them 
“as doves to their wiodows,” or we may build 
the theatre which mocks at God, or the house 
of intoxication and gaming which destroys the 
Godlike intellect. We may be still and all 
this will be done, and more a thousand fold! 
We have 26,000 children in the State between 
5 and 18. Where are the institutions of learu- 
ing tomake them into men? to save them from 
degeneracy, broaden and sanctify their intellect 
and make them an intelligent, free and happy 
people walking in the way of the Lord! Whose 
it isto establish these blessings for generations 
tocome? Whose daty to lay the foundations 
of the Kingdom of God, on this western limit, 
so that they never will be thrown down until 
the scenes of this world are all shifted? until 
the gene: ations of men cease to come and go 
upon the face of the earth ? 

I stand back amazed in view of the mighty 
consequences which depend upon our action in 
these few ſormiug years. I thank God that 
He bas placed me here, where my feeble efforts 
for Him willbe multiplied a thousand fold, 
and be perpetuated to the unborn generations 
who shall build their homes upon this soil, 
Whom hath God sent, my brethren, to be rep- 
resentatives of his religion, in this new State? 
Who are those whom He hath sent forward, 
to lift up his standard? Are not even we? 
Behold what honor! Behold what responsi- 
bility! What shall be the character of reli- 
gion here? Pure and undefiled, or corrupted, 
prostituted and supcrst tious? Shall skepti- 
cal rationalism and Christless infidelity pre- 
vail, or faith in the Lord Jesus Christ and ev. 
lasting life? Thank God for the standard that 
has been elevated. Already we find the eu- 
sign of Christ in almost every place ; let us 
multiply them until they Wave upon every 


| mountain top, showing that this is a “nation 


whose God is the Lord,” “ a people whom he 
bath chosen for his own inberitance” We 
bave not had many revivals, but let us thank 
God, that we have churches dedicated to his 
worship, and Sabbath Congregations, and 
youog men of the Lord, who are strong and 
rejoice in being witnesscs of Jesus. Let us 
thank God, my brethren, that we are permit- 
ted to establish the institutions for the people, 
who we may believe, are to perform the last 
and greatest act iu the scene of time. Let us 
erect some great monument of perpetual good, 
where the sons of genius and wisdom will be 
nurtared. It isa biessing tostand where we do

and Father, as citizens of this city. We have 


held wonders, in the past few months. I do 
not call them unhappy scenes: I feel quite 
the contrary way. From the beginning to the 
end, it was a movement in prayer. It was the 
dawn of the fullest day of promise which ever 
opened upon this city. The thick cloads which 
hung over all our sky, and continually grew 
blacker, were parted asunder by one bolt of 
indignation, and now our horizon is well nigh 
cleared. I have never found in history, such 
testimony of righteousness in the common 
breast as that gave. A people, no where in 
the world since history has kept a record, has 
even risen up in such sublimity, to assert right. 
There was no foreign enemy to overthrow ; 
there was no design to set up a new govern- 
ment ; there was no taxation on the part of op- 
pressive rulers, against whom mercenary inter- 
est led us to rebel ; there was no political ob- 


ject in view by which the movers sought pro- 


motion; you can find nothing selfish in that 
grand movement of the people last summer; it 
it was to establish right upon its throne ; it was 
to beat down vice and corruption, and perfidy, 
and every uncleanness which by fraud had 
crept into and filled the places of trust and au- 
thority—which there rewarded the vile, and en- 
tered into league with the transgressor, and 
sheltered the great dens of vice, and safely pro- 
tected the clotted criminal, when his hands 
were full of the wages of sin, thank God the 
time is now past! Will you now find the gam- 
bling desperado, shooting, and prowling 
through society without restraint ? Knowing 
that the officers of the law are his friends, men 
who will receive the returna of his successful 
villainies? Men whose re-election depends 
upon him—men, who he knows will shelter 
him? Is this the condition of San Francis- 
co to-day? Such was our condition, but now 
it is not. This dynasty of vipers had the cer- 
tain means of perpetuating itself. They con- 
trolled the bal box - they declared whomso- 
ever they would, elected. They filled it with 
false votes by slides and springs. A miscreant 
was declared supervisor, whom the people nev- 
er knew was a candidate, for whom they never 
voted. Thus the citizens ofa free city were 
ruled by men whom they never chose ; upright, 
intelligent, law-abiding citizens, by drunken, 
licentious and desperate villains—and this,term 
after term, without any hope of redress by vo- 
ting—this, until life became unsafe in the 
streets at mid-day—until one whom we unite 
in calling the Peoples Defender was shot 
down, in our most public thoroughfare, for ex- 
posing corruption, and tearing the mask away 
from villainy—killed for his boldness in right, 
and this not for his sake only, but for ours— 
fainting in his gore without any expectation 
of justice from such as sat to administer the 
law. Such was the state of things on the 15th 
of May. 

I do not exaggerate in this picture. Months 
have passed and we look upon these scenes 
with impartiality and calmness. The Vigil- 
ance Committee of 1856 is a great historical 


it, nor attempting any justification of it; I 
thank God, it needs no apology,and it is its own 
justification, in the sight of the whole world! 


the temple of the Most High God, let us ask, 
as right-loving citi designiog the pub- 
lic good, designing that law should bave its 
supremacy, aod not be pled down in the 
dust, what we ought then to bave donc? 
We could not, with safety, speak publicly 
aguinst the corruption of those who governed 
us. Crimes of every description, had in effect, 
a bounty laid upon them; our caleudar of 
homicides bad reached near fourteen hundred, 
and only two had heen executed by officers of 
the law, and there was less reason to suppose 
that the last would meet with justice than any 
other: I ask what, as citizens, whose duty it 
is to consider the public welfare, and especial 
ly as Christians, ought we to have done? Was 
it not time to act? ld we have waited 
any longer, and been gutes? What course 
could bave been taken) so temperate, so right~ 
eous, so sublime as the one which was taken? 
I confess I felt that the guidance of God was 
around all that movement—and I feel it now, 
more than I did then. How sublimely the 
people rose that Sabbath in the might of con- 
science! Law was taken out of the corrupted 
hands which had usurped its administration, 
and established in her place, by the side of jus- 
tice ; and law and order was made here the 
conuterpart of God's law and God's order, 

It was a great moral revolution accomplish- 
ed in the briefest time and without shedding a 
drop of innocent blood. I look back upon it 
with wonder; I shall always do so. I thank 
God that I was permitted to see it. It seems 
now like a passage through the Red Sea, which 
God hath opened around us, through which 
we passed on dry land, and not one of us lost, 


the sea. We now stand on the side of the 
promised land, and may sing in these same 
words of triumph and rejoicing,“ I will sing 
unto the Lord for He hath triumphed glorious- 
ly! Thy right hand O Lord, is become glorious 
in power; thy right hand, O Lord, bath dashed 
in pieces the enemy! Let us thank God, to- 
day, for his watchful and protecting care over 
us, during these times of our city’s regeneration, 
that be hath preserved it, and established it ; 
that He gave us streogth and health to slough 
off the vileness which had gathered itself up- 
on us, and fo stand forth now in purity and 
in promise ; that He enabled the young giant 
of the Pacific to rise up and break the cords 
and withes, which had been stretched over 
bim by the Philistioes, and to walk forth, now, 
stronger and mightier than ever, with the 
“ spirit of the Lord upoa him.”

| Gsneral Reli- 
Religion is always the one great concern 
with man. No cireumstances excuse us from 
its responsibilities, none exclude us from its 
benefits. And yet some seasons are more fa- 
vorable and more promising than others for 
atttention to religious concerns. There 

are civil duties to be performed ; and it is not 


in the nature of the human mind not to be- 


come interested and engaged in those duties. 
These breezes are healthful, if not too violent ; 
though often, after the storm has gone by, 
many a noble pine that once stood on the 
mountain lies prone among the rubbish of the 
ſorest. In order that a political revolution 
may be accomplished, the hearts of the people 
must be in it, and their time devoted to it. So 
it is scarcely to be expected that, during such 
excitements, a general religious interest should 
prevail. 

But there is a time also for religion, that it 
should possess the public mind as an excite- 
ment—all prevading, and carryiog all before it. 
Experience has shown tbat no other subject 
can gain such complete and lastiog control of 
the popular mind, and work such results upon 
it. Whenthe great themes of religion, the 
great facts ol eternity, once possess the mind, 
there is nothing else so powerful. It is not 

one in the popular assembly where audiences 
are held breathless and the deep sigh is heard, 


and the tearful eye seen, under the calm sol- 


emn appeals of truth; it is not alone respon- 
give to the touch of oratory, moving the keys 
of the soul, but apart from all external influ- 
ences, in the most secret recesses of life. 

The mind is thoughtful, it knows not why, 
the heart tender and the voice tremulous. It 
is not the excitement of a popular sympathy: 
it is the deep feeling of souls sought out by an 
influence, as surely as the pestilence fastens 
upon men that cannot hide away from its 
breath. The noise of mirth is sobt red down, 
laughter ceases, and men come to feel that 
God is with them. It is not a funereal scene, 
for from the ashes of human hopes springs up 
a new life, and amid the graves of eartnly de- 
sire are heard the voices of new born spirits 
rejoicing in God. A revival of religion is a 
great, blessed fact in the minds of those who 
have witnessed such a scene. It is a blessing to 
a community beyond price. It leaves behind 
songs and cheerful lives and great hopes, and 
ennobling, purifying affections, that peace which ) 
passeth understanding and the hope of glory! 
There are realties, great and blessed in those 
seasons of general and deep religious iuterest 
called revivals, nothwithstanding that distem- 
pered excitements and spurious conversions, 
and scenes repugnant to taste and piety alike, 
are so frequent in them. They are to be 
sought as the richest blessings of heaven giv- 
en to any community. 

When men are moved to meet this blessing, 
it must be already in waiting for them. So far 
as any popular movement depends upon men, 
the work is accomplished when the desire and 
purpose have possessed their minds. And in 
religious things, when the desire to see the sal- 
vation of God has become general in a com- 
munity, it must be because that salvation is 
already brought nigh. Then is the time for 
Christians to pray ; then it is but to take hold 
of the conductor that discharges the cloud, 
whose lightning heat some have already feli. 
Through all the wintry season of carelessness, 
the farther-reaching faith of the ever-praying 
few, availed to bring that cloud of blessings 
within the grasp of others’ feeble faith. 

Such a religious blessing it has appeared to 
us is near to many of our churches : such a fa- 
vorable time for prayer and labor seems the 
present. Every civil excitement has gone by. 
There are evidences of interest in religious 


things. Conversions have occurred during all 
the excitements of the past. But let us now 
hope that a religious regeneration shall come 
to our communities as irresistible as our social 
reforms ; and as far beyond these as the infin- 
iteand eternal, wrought by the blessed Spirit 
of God, excved the finite and imperfect wrought 
by men. 


Renunciation of Mormonism. 


We are happy to publish below, a letter 
from Mr. John Hyde, Jr., recently an Elder in 
the Mormon Church. When we published a 
few weeks since, in the Pacific, the report to 
which he alludes, of a lecture del vered by him 
in San Francisco, in favor of polygamy, we 
did it knowing that he was regarded as one of 
the most talented members of the Mormon com- 
munity, and wishing to give the strength of 
their own argnments in the language of a be- 
liever. The impression which he made was 
that of a candid man, seeking not so much to 
make proselytes as to arrive at truth. It is 
with great pleasure that we learn of his renun- 
ciation of an error, into which, when but a 
youth an enthusiastic nature caused him to be 
led. On our first page, from a correspondent 
a pears a brief sketch of his liſe, and also an 
a ‘ticle published by himself, in the Polynesi- 
a , entitled “ Utah as it is.“ We notice also 
by the same papers, that at the request of sev- 
eral citizens of Honolulu, he had lectured up- 
on the doctrines and practices of the Mormons. 
We are thankful that he intends visiting this 
State and also England. May Providence 
—— instrumental in opening the eyes of 
multitudes to the abominations and pollutions 
of their so-called religion. While the nation 


is pondering how to meet the evil threatening | 


us, in the existence of the anomalous commu- 
nity in Utah, Providence may thus be raising 
up instrumentalities, seemingly insignificant, 
like David with his sling, yet really more pow- 
erful than legislation and armies to overthrow 
the legions of a false prophet.

Rev. ————,, Eprrors or tue Paciric.— 
Sirs :I feel it my duty to make this intru- 
sion on your time and attention. In your is- 
sue of Sept. 18th ult. you have reported at 
some length a lecture delivered by me on the 
Sabbath evening previous. The ground I there 
took was,the scripturality and morality of pol- 
ygamy. Since leaving Salt Lake, and even at 
the very time of my delivering those two lec- 
tures, my mind had been severely tried as to 
the truth of the claims and pretensions of the 
Mormons. In the burry and occupation of a 
trip across the plains, the constant excitement 
of meeting small parties to support the posi» 
tions assumed by the Mormons, while at San 
Francisco, besides feeling a warm and strong- 
ly prejudiced desire to be able to see Mormon- 
ism as I once saw it, I had but little leisure 
calmly and earefully to investigate and recon- 
sider my position. The God of truth has led 
me I believe to perceive many of their and my 
errors. Gradual doubt and darkness grew 
upon me, and led me to examine. Investigation 
confirmed instead of dissipating the cloud—it 
grew into loss of confidence—still grew, and I 
determined to cease preaching that which I 
could not feel. As an expiring effort, and far 
more, to endeavor to satisfy myself than to 
convince others, I delivered the lectures, one of 
which you published ; doubt however renew- 
ed its power, and I sank under a cloud that I 
now begin to feel was of reason and truth. 
The scriptures stand as they are, but God 
never gave a law to make men miserable or 
degraded. I solemnly, calmly assert, that the 
practice of polygamy at Salt Lake does not 
make men or women happy nor elevated—that 
on the contrary it does degrade and deprave 
them,—that it does make wretched women, de- 
stroys home, engulfs home pleasures, renders 
children wicked, rebellious, neglected and pre- 
cociously vicious ; and that to judge it as a 
cause from the effects that follow it, it cannot 
come from God. 
I have resolved utterly and forever to for- 
sake my error and renounce Mormonism My 
former friends reproach me with inconsistency 
—they appeal to my pride. I hope I may never 
be so proud as to be unwilling to renounce 
falsehood ; and I hope I may ever be proud 
enough to receive and turn to truth. To say 
[ have erred is but to say that I am a man; to 
say I have forsaken my error is to say lam a 
wise map. ‘That philosophy that teaches 
adherence to falsehood in spite of conviction, 
for the sake of consistency shows a state of 
the heert and an umount of mind from which | 
pray ever to be delivered. | 
Perhaps your report of my lecture may 
have inflicted some injury on some one. I 
trust this reuunciution of that and the other 
errors and heresies of Mormonism, may effect 
greater good than that has

Rev. Mr. Lacey s Sermon. 
[CONCLUDED FROM FIRST PAGE.] 


(3.) As citizens of this Stute we have rea- 
son to thank Almighty God. We are the last 
admitted into the Confederacy, the youngest of 
the 31 sisters. We are separated from the oth- 
ers by a long distance, and though the young- 
est, we are mostly left to take care of ourselves, 
receiving not mach from the rest of the family 
except demands for our treasures, which we 
gather. Yet we are free, thank God! No 
shackles of human bondage have ever clanked 
upon our virgin soil, no groan of a bondsman 
has ever floated upon our pure air, every hu- 
man being hath here his inalienable rights, and 
God grant that it ever may be so! We have 
perhaps the bealtniest climate in the world 
and God has permitted not, in the past year a 
* pes'ilence to walk among us in the darkness, 
nor plague to waste at noon-day.” Of those 
coming to our shores, none have been cut 
off by cholera, or any fearful scourge ; the in- 
come to our State has been more than the de- 
parture. During the first three quarters of 
the present year, it I learn, bas beeu about 23, 
000 people and the departure about 15,000, 
leaving a balance in our favor of about 8,000 
of whom many are families and permanent re- 
sidents and citizens whom we may esteem.— 
Our beautiful valleys in every direction, are 
begining to yield their fruits to the hand of 
culture, in great abundance and luxury; the 
fruits of almost every climate have ripened in 
our orchards, and wine colors the cup which 
bas come from our own vineyards. Our hills 
yield their golden treasures more abundantly 
than ever, and we have shipped in gold from 
the port of San Francisco more than $50,000,- 
000 during the past year. In 1855, the value 
of our agriculiural products was near $13,- 
000,000, fruit and grape vines near $100,000 
and of live stock $15,000,000, “Inthe num- 
ber of cattle, but seven States exceed Califor- 
via ;” said Gov. Bigler in his last message, “in 
wheat but nine States produced more during 
the year 1855, while New York alone exceeds 
California in the number of bushels of barley 
raised, and of all the States of the Union not 
one produces as many gallons of wine.” “It 
will thus be seen,” he adds, “that California, 
though the youngest of the sovereign States, 
ranks at this day among the first in all the 
elements of wealth !” 

Oh its religious condition, it may be said, that 
our State, is as well supplied with the institu- 
t ons of the gospel and with its ministers, as 
the majority of the older states, and better 
probably than any of the Southern. Here, 
men may meet every Sabbath and learn of re- 
demption. Theschool-house too is by theside of 
tbe church in every place, and though rudely 
constituted it gives us hope of better things in 
our youths than we find in their fathers. Here 
is the hope of our State. ‘They will live here; 
others come and go—tbey will remain—they 
will present our character in twenty years— 
they will be the State in all its interests of re- 
lig ion, and learning and commerce, and for 
them we cannot do too much. We must have 
common schools, and build colleges, over 
which a pure christianity shall shed its benign 
and saving influence ; then we hope there will 
be an intelligent, virtaous aud happy common- 
wealth, walking before God in all his ordinances 
—shedding His glory over those nations which 
now sit in darkness, and when we come to die, 
and the sun gilds that Pacific wave, for us, the 
last time, we shall have the blessed assurance, 
that generation afier generation, the sacra- 
ments of Christ shall be celebrated here; that 
as long as that sun shines, it will be upon a na- 
tion, blessed, whose “ God is the Lord—a_peo- 
ple whom he hath chosen for his own inherit- 


ance.” 

It is by faith in God, my fellow-citizens, that 
I speak as I have spoken. Our State has ma- 
by ignorant, many desperate, many wicked 
men. They have come here in search of gold, 
and are cut loose from all the iofluences of 
home, and the humanizing restraints of socie- 
ty. They have no books to supply the leaky 
mind with truth, and they are fast degenera- 
ting towards barbarism, from which our State, 
will only be saved by their returning 
home, to their friends, and coming back with 
their families, or by their dying in this wilder 
ness, as did the mourners in the camp of Israel. 
Among such men truth must progress slowly, 
be crushed to earth, and rise again.“ Tue 
church has a great warfare to wage in these 
mountains, for her supremacy. Righteousness 
does not grow native in the human heart. ‘The 
result of our receut election should not disap- 
point any one. It was a choice as nearly as 
it could be made in politics, between freedom, 
as a righteous and eternal principle, which can 
never be legislated away,and the slavery of 
human beings at the will of those who wish it 
for mercenary interest. 

This was the issue, though blicded by expla- 
nations and equivocati.ns. Our State is free ; 
but she has voted, in effect, to consign a ter 
ritory as beautiful as any upon which the sun 
shines, situated in the geographical centre of 
our great doumain—a territory which should 
be the radiating focus of the Union's concen- 
tered light—the home of purity, and light, 
aud virtue—where every man is every inch a 
king—the residence of the nation’s glory— 
the place where the genius of our country 


California has voted shall be made the mart of 
s uves—if the rufliaus of Missouri—the mur- 
derers of the Kansas border, shall desire it. 
We, as a State, have voted to establish upcn 
that fair land the most abborrent, and ruinous, 
and wicked curse, known to civilization, or re- 
cognized anywhere on earth by the laws of 
men. We heve voted for an institution, 
which breaks up families, which ruins virtue, 
which takes away all right and title of man- 
hood—which fills the soul of the oppressor 
with most debasing and hellish passions— 
which wastes away even the very soil upon 
which it stands—which blights and withers 
every institution touched by its malignant in- 
fluence—the “‘ abomination of desolation,” be- 


large as the six New England States, will be 
entered into with shackled feet, and the groans 
of the oppressed will go up to heaven from it. 
O God, who deliverest the oppressed, look 
down upon us; who “makest the devices of the 
people of none effect;” our hopeis only in Thee. 
Let not this great sin be laid upon our heads 
neither upon any: O save, thou, our beloved 
ocuntry from this great transgression! I ean- 
not feel that such has been the intent of the 
majority of the voters of California, though I 
know that such will be the interpretation put 
upon it, at Washington,—an endorsement of 
the slave legislation of Kansas; an endorse- 
ment of laws which make it a crime to speak 
or publish an argument against slavery in that 
territory. a crime to which capital puuish- 
ment is the penalty. Oh, it is the monster of 
civilization. No where else in this half-heath- 
en world, can such heathenish laws be found. 
And yet our voice will be read as an endorse- 
ment. I do not believe that the thousands of 
this State knew it: no, they could not know it. 
They were deceived by the unparalleled false- 
hood of demagogues : they have not voted on 
this question as a plain thing—it has been veil- 
ed and covered, and they have voted for de- 
mocracy, or the people’s rule, and did not mean 
to declare against the principle of eternal free- 
dom. In this assurance, I feel strong aud 
comforted. The people are far better than 
their leaders. “ Rum-sellers and harlots have 
not cursed our country so much as politicians.” 
The ignorant crowds of Irishmen, really mean 
to vote for freedom and the dignity of labor, 
and the sacred rights of manhood. But they 
have been wheedled and deceived and intoxica- 
ted. Lovers of your country, our only resource 
is to educate them: you cannot invest too 
much in schools to bring out the intellect, and 
in churches to consecrate it. 

What, my fellow-citizens, and Christian 
brethren, is the conclusion of the whole matter? 
There is one who guides the destiny of nations. 
Our fathers believed, and we believe, that He 
hath “ chosen our country, for his own in- 
heritance.” Certainly, never hath a nation 
prospered like this. Already we well nigh rival 
Rome, in the palmy days of the Cæsurs; in 
some things, we stand far above that mistress 
of the by-gone world. Assyria and Macedonia 
were never what the Almighty hath seen fit, in 
so short a time, to make us. ‘Those great king- 
doms have been crumbled into dust, because 
they wrought unrighteousness and oppression 
Their wealth, their armies, their glory, have 
gone forever, and the land on which they stood 
tel's no tale of what has been it is divided unto 
others. Their wisdom, and their learniog, aud 
their literature have come down to us in imper- 
ishable words,—aud more than all, all ;—an im- 
mortal wisdom, which, to them, was “foolish- 
ness,” is given to us for our inheritance. I feel 
that he will bring us forth from all this trou- 
bie, and this great agitation; it may be by 
severe and dreadiul judgments but that He will 
make us a praise unto Him, before all nat.ons. 
Our past has been the make of theAlmighty. He 
planted his church upon the Eustern coast. He 
hath planted it upon the Western. Our age 
as a nation is yet scareely four score years the 
lifetime of aman, and we send out into the 
earth, more messengers of the gospel of God, 
with only one exception (and I do not know 
that that is to be made), than any other nation 
in the world. I believe that God is setting 
up his everlasting kingdom on our land. We 
have national sins for which He may chide us, 
aud humble us, but He will give us “ beauty 
for ashes, and the oil of joy for mourning, and 
the garment of praise for the spirit of heavi- 
ness. Our wicked devices, whatsoever they 
may be, He will make of none effect. His 
church he will purify, and make a salvation. 
Its different families as we see to-day, He will 
unite io their great work, and in their songs 
of thanksgiving unto his holy name. He will 
hold us together as ove mighty people; He 
will rear upon our shoulders his everlasting 
temple, whose doors shall stand open to the 
East, and to the West, to the South, and to 
the North; that all people and languages may 
come in and behold Him; whose lofty corrid: rs 
shall be filled with divine iofluence ; whose tow- 
ers and pinnacles shall glisten with unchanging 
light; the isles of the ocean shall see it 
from afar, and come to behold its wonder and 
to worsbip in itscourts. Such is the sign of 
our future. 

And now, Great Father, we giveto thee our 
thanks. All our joy comes from thee; all 
our hope lies in thee, for thine is the kingdom, 
and the power and the glory, forever ard ever.

Do you not see in that 
spectacle the bond of an essential equality 
uniting all ranks, and making the regal 
purple and the peasant’s russet faint and 
temporary distinctions? Well might Col- 
eridge say, that the fairest flower he ever 
saw climbing round a poor man’s window 
was not so beautifial in his eyes as the Bi- 
ble which be saw lying within. If all 
classes forsook the Gospel, one might ex- 
pect the poor, the hard toiling, the despis- 
ed, tocling to it. Whatever Christianity 
may bave become in our churches and in 
our times, the great class of the workers 
can find in its aspects no excuse for aband- 
oning itself, unless they can show that the 
churches have rewritten the Bible; unless 
they can allege that it no longer exhibits 
the Divine Founder of Christianity preach- 
ing to the poor, companying with publicans 
and sinners; unless they can show that it 
was the sanctioned usage of apostolic times 
to honor the rich in the Christian assem- 
blage; unless, in one word, they can deny 
that the Gospel holds forth to every man 


The Public Weal. 
Communities differ greatly in that quality 
which we term public spirit. This is an indi. 
vidual interest, and a sense of individual 
responsibility in and for the public welfare. It 
is a disposition everywhere somewhat suscepti- 
ble of enltivation; for it is scarcely possible 
to find a civilized people so stolid as to look 
with indifference upon the impression which 
their country or city may make upon a stran- 
ger’s mind. It is a useful sentiment, tending 
to elevate the characterjof a people, and make 
them erect traly noble monuments. The build- 
ers of cities have been benefactors of mankind. 
The energy which is aroused to spend itself 
upon great works, and historical monuments, 
is far better than a cringing, selfish pa- sion, 
absorbed only with individual advantage. 
Public works belong to the communities in 
the midst of which they are built. They min- 
ister toa just pride. The humblest man, who 
has given adollar to a public improvement, 
can point to it as bis own. Buildings, and 
parks, and gardens, churches and schools, will 
remain monuments to their liberality, and will 
speak of their praise to a coming age. The 
present thus connects with the future. The 
eye is lifted up above personal plans, above 
pelf and cunning and fraud ; and another gen- 
eration of men is seen moving among the walls 
which are built, not for a day, but for cen- 
turies. 

And this spirit is what we want to have 
brought out in this city in regard to physical 
improvements. It isonly lately that the peo- 
ple at large took much interest in government, 
that first necce-sity of every community of men 
attempting to live and have any interests in 
common. Public spirit slumbered. Men be- 
longed to another State and lived for another 
people. Their bodies were here, but their 
hearts were away. Terribly we suffered fur 
this neglect of a duty from which no commu- 
nity can be exempted. But when the neces- 
sity was developed, the people showed of what 
they were capable. No sacrifice of time or 
money was too great to accomplish what the 
public welfare demanded. Nobly fulfilled was 
the work of the day. 

Just this spirit we need to have now kin- 
dled up in every department of improvement 
and progress. This is our city. We are re- 
sponsible, not only for its misgovernment as 
long as we have stout hearts and strong arms 
to put down corruption. But we are answer- 
able, also, for its dirty lanes and broken streets 
and shabby buildings: its nuisances and its 
wants. Every street should discluse the spirit 
of improvement and a just municipal pride. 

Let the stranger landing among us, and 
ranging the streets, feel that it is a city of taste 
and liberality, and enterprise, as well as wealth 
and private energy. And let those who shall 
come after us, when the city has surmounted 
its obstacles aud impediments, know that the 
founders of the westera metropolis, had other 
plans than individual gain, and that they were 
far-sighted and wise. In this way shall we 
command present respect, and draw straugers 
bither, and also posses the gratitude and admi- 
ration of coming times.

Crimes and Punishments, Law and 
Liberty. | 

There is perhaps no subject on which so 
much popular misapprehension exists,as the 
effect of legal punishment in the repression of 
Orime. It might be thought that in this 
State ere’ this, some efficient settled principles 
on this subject, would have been generally re- 
cognised and acted upon. ; 

Experiments of almost every mode of pun- 
ishment have been tried to diminish crime, and 
yet, we have too abundant evidence, from nu- 
merous overt acts, that the disposition to law- 
less pursuits continues to pervade a larger pro- 
portion of this community, than in any other 
county gr state having the same amount of in- 


telligence and possessing similar elements for 


The idea of the supremacy of the law, and 
reverence for the law, which lies at the foun- 
dation of social order and public morality, so 
far as legislation can effect them, has not it 
would appear, obtained that general recogni- 
tion in this State, without which legislation 
will ever be impotent and the laws inoperative. 
Uuless sustained by a concurrent public sen- 
timent, legislative enactments, however strin- 
gent, will be made in vain. The apathy which 
is so generally deplored, and the vindictive 
rashness which at other times characterises the 
popular mind, with respect to the punishment 
of offences, are alike evidence of a diseased so- 
cial condition. 

Our limits preclude more than a very gen- 
eral reference to some of the principal causes 
which have contributed to produce these re- 
sulta,—unsettled irregular habits of living. 
the absorbing desire for wealth—the general 
reference to other states and countries, as the 
homes of our population, are some of the indi- 
rect causes—the negligence of officers in bring- 
ing criminals to justice, owing to the pernic- 
ious practice of paying them by fees, and the 
uncertainty, almost impossibility of obtaining 
convictions, when criminals have been brought 
before the legal tribunals, by destroying pub- 
lie confidence, are among the more direct hin- 
drances to a proper appreciation of the pow- 
er and effect of law as a security of social or- 
der and constitutional liberty. 

But it is impossible here to do more than 
hint at the varied influences which have con- 
spired to weaken, and too often, almost to de- 
stroy, the respect of our citizens for the law, 
in this State; and it can only be resto:ed by 
a just and impartial exercise of their legal 
powers, by the officers, and by using every 
means to create in the popular mind, the true 
idea of the importance of law as the guardian 
of our liberties ; that the safety and prosperity 
of our State is directly dependent upon a due 
observance and support of the laws, without 
which our boasted freedom‘is a farce and popu- 
lar suffrage a snare and a delusion. 

History furnishes us with a notable example 
of the effects of securing liberty by law ; that 
is, by a fair and just administration of justice 
toall men of every condition, and by an exten- 
sive popular franchise. Poland, in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, was, as re- 
gards popular franchise and an elective mon- 
archy, in advance of every other country, if we 
except the waning republics of Italy, and 


which might also ſurnish an illustration of our 


position; that, anomalous as it may appear, an 
extensive franchise, loosely guarded, does not 
always secure national, popular liberty; but 
may, in certain circumstances, be used to sub- 
vert the very liberty of which it is generally 
understood to be the sign and expression be- 
fore the world. 

During the same period that these States 
were contending for a recognition of the utmost 
freedom in voting for their governors and offi- 
cers, there was another nation ardently strug 
gling a contest, which had commenced early in 
its history, for the recognition of the principle 
that every man is equal in the eye of the law 
—for securing to all, high or low, rich or poor, 
equal, impartial justice—a speedy trial and a 
fair hearing of uccused persons; in short, for 
gradually doing away with legal tyranny and 
arbitrary interference with personal liberty, 
whether of nobles or kings—subjects to which 
these freer nations paid little or no attention- 
And what has been the result of this watchful 
attention to the security of freedom by law? 

While, in the former instances, the very idea 
of freedom is all but unknown ; in the latter, 
there has been a gradual acquisition of popular 
political freedom, and which has resulted in 
making England second only to our own free 
country, in the elective franchise and general 
liberty: great in all the attributes of national 
character, and in ber powerful, moral, and po- 
litical influence throughout the world ;—whilst 
Poland and the Italian Republics lie prostrate 
at the feet of despots.

The surest guarantee then, for freedom, no 
less than social order and general security, is 
to be found in the enactment of good laws, 
based upon those general principles which exs 
perience has proved to be most conducive to 
eocial order and prosperity, and in efficiently 
and impartially carrying those laws into execu. 
tion—of course we bere refer to our State laws 

But we have already exceeded our limits, 
and we must break off. We have made these 
general allusions to important principles rather 
as suggestive of an apparent public want, 
and as introductory to a more specific review 
of some of those practical legal anomolies which 
must be grappled with, and reduced to a

Crimes and Punishments. No. 2. 


In our remarks in the above article, we 
‘endeavered to shew the influence of law io 


prosperity ; and we indicated an intention to 
refer to some of the practical hindrances to 
the proper execution of the laws in this State. 
A deficieuey of respect for the law, as one ob- 
stacle, we have adverted to, and to the causes 
which appear to have produced it. This isa 
fundamental difficulty, which can only be over- 


come by the strictest impartiality on the part 
of the officers, in the execution of their duties, 
and by disseminating, by every available 
means, correct notions of the importance of 
* as a security for life, liberty and property. 

The occasional fits of enthusiasm which 
have seized upon portions of our population, 
when crime has become so alarming as to 
endanger the very existence of society, have 
been characterized by such violent and irregu- 
lar proceedings, as to awaken in the minds of 
the criminal classes rather the feelings of bero- 
ism which belong to legitimate warfare, than 
that sense of degradation which calm. dignified 
proceedings of law are calculated to in-pire. 
And this idea, that severity of panishment is 
the best check to crime, appears to be very 
prevalent throughout the State. Such an idea 
is very natural; but it is fallacious, as all ex- 


ent, proves. Crime was never yet permanently 
put down by excessive severity ; it may check 
it for a time, but it has always been found to

The most eminent writers upon criminal law 
affirm the principle we have advanced. Mon- 
tesquieu, in jhis “ Esprit des Lois,” says :— 
„Every punishment which does not arise from 
absolute necessity is tyrannical.” Beccaria, in 
his “ Essay on Crimes and Punishment,” says: 
“ The degree of the punishment and the conse- 
q . a crime, ought to be so contrived as 
to have the greatest possible effect on others, 
with the least possib'e pain to the delinquent. 
—p. 73.—“ If punishments be very severe, men 
are naturally led to the perpetration of other 
crimes to avoid the punishment due to the first. 
The countries and times most notorious for 
severity of punishment, were always those in 
which the most bloody and inhuman actions 
were committed ; for the hand of the legislator 
and the assassin were directed by the same 
spirit of ferocity.”—p. 95. 
And these axioms receive confirmation from 
experience. In England in 1776, no less than 
160 different species of crime were punishable 
with death, and yet at no period was there prob- 
ably a greater proportion of criminal offences, 
and so during later periods both in the States 
and England, this same result has uniformly 


When Ali Pashaw, son of the Viceroy of 
Egypt visited Europe in 184-, while inspect- 
ing a large prison with its arrangements for 
the reformation of prisoners, and its various 
contrivances for securing their physical health 
and mo ral improvement, he enquired the cost 
per annum for each prisoner. On being infor- 
med he turned to one of his suite and signifi- 
cantly asked him the price of scymitar. The 
inference is characteristic of a barbarous age 
or race, and we regret tosay that a similar 
style of reasoning is by no uncommon 
in this State. But will any one say that the 
beheading system in Egypt has been effectual 
in preventing theft. In no country in the world 
is the population more uniformly dishonest.— 
Russia, where punishments are also excessive 
and barbarous, will furnish another illustration 
of the principle. 


It is useless to multiply examples, or we 
might refer to our experience in this State—a 
brief reflection will be sufficient to convince a 
cantid enquirer that these consequences will 
naturally arise from the constitution of the hu 
man mind and our social relations. 

Once destroy hope and obliterate self-res- 
pect by the adoption of publicly degrading 
punishments and every casual offender will be 
added to the permanent criminal classes who 
live at constant war with society, besides the 
additional injury to society, which familiariza- 
— with such spectacles, is calculated to pro- 

uce. 

It is the certainty of punishment rather than 
its severity which is most efficient iu repressing 
crime. “The certainty of a small punishment 
will make a stronger impression than the fear 
of one more severe if attended with the hope 
of escaping.” (Beccaria, 94, 5.) 

But how is this certainty to be obtained in 
this State? We know tbe peculiar difficulties 
which have embarrassed the execution of the 
law here; but ifthe laws were good—based 
upon right priociples, and impartially adminis- 
tered, it would not be long before public senti- 
ment would coincide with legal requirements, 
and thus one great obstacle to the establish- 
ment of a uniform and eflicient exercise o! salu- 
tary laws would be removed. But we must 
take another opportunity to continue our re- 
view of this sabject—our present limits forbid 
further criticism. 


Fire Department. 

An appeal has been made by a Committee of 
citizens in behalf of the interests of the Fire 
Department of this city. 

The plan now proposed te secure the hose is 
by subscription, and to this end the Committee 
was empowered to district the city, and desig- 
nate solicitors of known integrity and respon- 
sibility in each, to canvass and receive the sub- 
scriptions of those who felt willing and able to 
relieve the Department at the present crisis. 
The first portion of the duty of the Commit- 
tee—the issuance of the address—has been 
performed, and it now remains for them to 
announce their appointments and the bounda- 
ries of their districts, that our citizens may 
may know who are authorized to collect for 
the object named. 

The Firemen have very properly thrown 
this matter upon the citizens, without their or- 
gavization, as they conceived it more properly 
belonged to that class of the community. The 
Firemen give their services and contribute 
freely of their own means to support this Insti- 
tution; but, as a general thing, they expect, 
and of right they oughtjto, that the city or cit- 
izens will supply them with the means with 
which to operate. 

They desired to be relieved from the trouble 
of obtaining this subscription, for the further 
reason, that they have frequently been compell- 
ed to ask assistance from their friends, and cit- 
izens generally, to relieve and support the indi- 
vidual companies, and they very properly 
thought a matter of this kind, which was to 
inure more particularly to the whole Depart- 
ment, shou!d be managed by the body of citi- 
zens to be benefited. 

This step has become necessary, in conse 
quence of the very inadequate protection af- 
forded the Department, in the Consolidation 
Bill, which come near upsetting the Depart- 
ment entirely, and probably would have disor- 
ganized any other body of men, but the San 
Francisco Fire Department, who are bound to- 
gether by stronger bonds and affiinities, than 
mere legal cords or statutory regulations. 

By the Bill, only $8,000 per annum, is ap- 
propriated for the support of Department, 
and its wants, to-day, for hose 


apne, amounts 
to $15,000, at once showing the great imperfec- 


* 


tions of this Instrument. Wefe it not for the 
fact that they are almost entirely destitute of 
hose, and so situated that a large fire could not 
be successful'y coped with, for the want of it, 
the matter might be deferred until the assem- 
bling of the Legislature, when some amend- 
ment might be made to the Consolidation Bill, 
which would supercede the present movement 
and allow the authorities to make the necessa- 
ry purchase of materials for the use of the 
Firemen. But as at present situated, each 
day's delay in this matter, is at the risk of the 
property ot our citizens, and hence the necces- 
sity of prompt action in the premises. 

We hope property-holders and tax-payers 
will give with a liberal hand when called 
upon, as are contribuing to a fund from 
which they will be mutually benefited. 

The insurance agents have set a noble exam- 
ple by starting the paper with a subscription 
of $2,500 or about onefifth of entire 
amount desired. These sgents have generally

Public School Examination. 

The yearly report of the Bush street Grammer 
School, Mr. Denman principal, and the intermes 
diate schools in the same building, Mrs. Wood, 
late Miss Pomeroy, principal, shows the whole 
number of scholars who have attended during 
the past year to have been 475, of which number 
23) were girls and 236 were boys, that the average 
attendance in the Industrial School was 126 and in 
the Grammer School 90, in all 216. The number 
of scholars who studied reading was 475, Arith- 
metic 475, Writing the same number, and Music 
the same number also, 48 studied History, 130 
Grammer, 38 Natural Philosophy, and 2 Algebra, 
The examination of this school on Wednesday was 
as usual satisfaetory to all who take un interest 
in 1ts welfare, and gave evidence of the best kind 
in its favor. 

This has been always considered one of the 
best schools in the city, and so far as we were 
able to observe, deserves its repntation.

An Improved System of Burglary. 

A method of burglary hitherto unknown in San 
Francisco has recently been introduced and the 
first experiment, we believe, was made Monday 
upon the clothing store of Messrs J. C. Eddy «£ 
Co. at the corner of Sansome and Commercial! 
streets, in Col. Turner’s building. It would seem 
that the thief possessed a diamond point or some 
implement which would cut glass with which he 
had cut a circular hole in the centre of the square 
of glass, of the window, of about six inches in 
diameter, through which he could thrust his hand 
and reach a large pile of clothing. The first arti- 
cle in his reach was a large woolen shaw! which 
he was carefully drawing through the hole he had 
dug, when by the pressure against the glass, on 
account of the size of the garment, the whole 
square was cracked and some of the broken frags 
ments falling upon the sidewalk, attracted the at - 
tention of the night watchman in the neighbors 
hood, and caused the thief to flee for his very 

life. No goods were missing, and no arrest was 


made, but the fractured glass, with the circalar 


hole in the centre stands as a warning to those 


| whe are disposed to trust their goods with but a 


simple glass between them and the reach of the 
burglar. 


Inquest cron tue Bopy or Mas. Pertco.—The

R. H. tiam vs. His Creditors, motion to strike 
out opposition to his discharge in Bankruptcy, de- 
nied and referee ordered to acertain facts in re- 
ference to that matter. 

Wm. Fogarty vs. Joseph W. Frieley et. al., this 
is an action on the official bond of the defendant 
asa Notary Public, complaint demurred on ac» 
count of various alleged informalities in the bond. 
Demurrer overruled with leave to answer in ten 
days on payment of costs. 

The People, ex. rel. Michael Comerford vs. M. 
W. Land, Justice of the Pesce in San Mateo co. 
This is an application for a writ of Mandamus to 
compel the Justice to proceed in a certain manner 
in a case pending before him. Writ of Mandam- 
us refused: 

Mary Wilkes vs. Frederick Wilkes, action for a 
divorce, ordered that notice of the filing of Ref. 
eree’s report be given to defendant’s attorney, and 
of motion for judgment on the finding of the 
Referee. 

George Cipriano, in the matter of the applica. 
tion of this person, order for bis discharge io in- 
solvency—granted. 

George F. O Connor vs. Neefus & Tichenor. 
This is an action for freight money, to which as 
off-set the defendant charges, that the plaintiffs 
are liable to them for lumber lost from the decks 
of their vessel. The Judge delivered a written 
opinion in this case reviewing the authorities in 
this case, it being one of interest to the own- 
ers of vessels as well as to those who own proper- 
ty on board, and likely to be particularly imports 
ant here. The purport of his decision was, the 
vessel was liable to a contribution in cases where 
lumber was so carried, consequently this case was 
decided in favor of defendants. 

Beiore Judge Norton. — J. H. Palkner vs. 
Creditors ; the jury in this case having given 
in their verdict of not guilty of fraud, it is ors 
dered that a decree of discharge in insolvency 
be entered. H. M. Naglee vs. Joseph C. Palm- 
er, this case came on regularly for trial, be- 
fore the court jury arrived. It is an action 
for the recovery of $101,000 and interest on a 
certificate of deposite, secured by a mortgage, 
and asks for a foreclosure of the security and 
an order of sale. The Court decided the ans- 
wer to be insufficient and ordered judgment of 
forecloseure to be entered.

— All contracts for building and printing 
to be done for enid city and county, dnd — 
nary supplies for subsistence of prisoners, 
must be given by the Board of Supervisors to 
the lowest bidder offering adequate security, 
after due public notice published for not less 
than five days in at least two newspapers in 
said city and county.” 

This manner of disposing of what has here- 
tofore been a lucrative job, will give all the 
city papers an equal chance to compete for it 
and enable the city to get the work dono at 
fair rates.
